Please amend the clahiis as indieated below, 
Claims 1-4 have previously been canceled. 

Please add new claim 10 as presented below. No new matter has been added.

C laims 1 -4 (canceied) 

Claim 5 (previously presented); A laundry appliance comprising: 

a housing including a stamped section recessed relative to a front of the housing and 

circumferential l y surrounding a loadirig Qpening to a rotatably mounted drum of the appl iance; 

a door disposed on the fi'ont of the housing for closing the loading opening, an edge of the 

door and a surfound ing edge of the stamped section fontiing a gap area therebetween when the door 

is in a closed position; and 

an iliurnination device disposed in the stamped section so as to be concealed behind the door 

when the door is in the closed position, light of the il lumination device being retlected at an edge 

surface of the stamped section and a surface of the door edge so as to provide an illuminating ring 

visible at the front of the housing in the gap area. 

Claim 6 (previously presented): The laundry appliance as recited in claim 5 wherein the 

illumination device includes: 

a light soiu'ce disposed in an area of a hinge of the door; and 

an optical waveguide having a light output surface at a periphery thereof 

Claim 7 (previously presented): The laundry appliance as recited in claim 6 wherein the Gptical 
wavegaide includes a light input surface configured to provide a light-conductive connection with 
the light source in the area of the hinge of the door. 
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Claim 8 (previously presented): The laundry appliance as recited in claim 5 wherein the 
illumination device includes a diffuser and a plurality of LEDs configured to back-light the diffuser, 
the LEDs being Gircurfiferentially spaced at an ed ge area of the fi*ont loading opening 

Claim 9 (previously presented): The laundry appliance as recited in claim 5 wherein the 
illumination device includes an optical waveguide disposed in the stamped section of the housing. 

Claim 10 (new): The laundry appiiance as recited in claim 5 wherein the illumination device 
includes: 

a light source disposed in an area of a hinge of the door; and 

an optical waveguide disposed cireumferentially about the loading opening, the optical 
waveguide having input surfaces in liglit-conductive connection with the light source and output 
surfaces circuniferentially disposed around the opening. 
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
